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Carranza Reply To Demand 


For Release Of Americans 


Will Reach Wilson Today 


General Trevino Threatens To Kill Ne- 
gro Prisoners If Americans Try To 


Invade Mexico And Get Them 


CARRANZA ANSWER TO GUIDE PRESIDENT 


Washington, Jane 28.— (By United Press)— Carranza's reply 


to the demands of President Wilson for release of the Americans 
at Chihuahua was expected to reach here early this afternoon. 
Advices from Consul Rodgers at Mexico City stated that the 
document was on its way. An interview with Captain Morey was 
forwarded to the state department today by the officers on the 
border. 


Although it showed that perhaps American forces were par- 


tially responsible for the Carrizal attack, Secretary Baker will 
refuse to regard it as the final word in the situation. Captain 
Morey was not present at the parley between Captain Boyd and 
General Gomez. 


Officials here made it plain that the Carranza answer will sole- 


ly guide th* President in his future course. Unless the uncon- 
ditional release of these men is agreed to by the Carranza gov- 
ernment the President will send United States forces into Mex- 
ico charged with the responsibility of getting them. In this 
program he will have the support of congress it is certain. 


Will Kill Prisoners if Attacked 


El Paso, June 28. — (By United Press) — Execution by a firing 


•quad will be the end of the 25 American prisoners in Chihua- 
hua City, General Trevino is reported to have stated today if the 
United States armed forces attempt to rescue the men. "Mex- 
ico is prepared tor war with the United States." Arrivals from 
Chihuahua City quoted the Carranza commander of the north as 
making this threat and declaration. "We are not courting war," 
he said, "but Mexico will respond to the call to arms to protect 
their native land with their lives." 


"If the American troops march on Chihuahua or make any at- 


tempt to rescue the 25 negro cavalrymen held prisoners by the 
de facto government, they will be lined up before the walls of the 
penitentiary ana executed. If the American forces make any at- 
tempt to attack the Carranza troops in the capital, they will be 
received with a rain of shot and shell by the de facto govern- 
ment troops numbering about 50,000."

Paso who arrived here today.

The telegram to Arredondo from the 
Mexican foreign office on which the 
protests were based said the Ameri- 
can punitive expedition moving north 
had arrested 300 residents of La Cruz, 
Chihuahua and subjected them to mal- 
treatment.

3.000 American soldiers enroute from 
San Geromio to El Valley is commit- 
ting all kinds of outrages which arc 
attributed to Apache Indians follow- 
ing the column. 


Not to Recede from Foaition

$26,000,000 DEFICIENCY BILL PASSED 


Washington, June 29.—(By United Press)—First officially an- 


nounced word that American troopers in prison in Chihuahua 
City penitentiary had been released reached the war and state 
departments today. Consul Rodgers wired the state depart- 
ment of the release on Carranza's order and Secretary Baker 
personally notified the President of the telegram from Funston 
reporting that the negroes would reach Juraez today.

Bodgers abo .notified the state department that Carranza's reply 
to the note threatening "gravest consequences" would arrive to- 
day. 


Through release the Tenth cavalry prisoners has greatly mo-

CARRANZA ANSWER TO GUIDE PRESIDENT 


Washington, Jane 28.— (By United Press)— Carranza's reply 


to the demands of President Wilson for release of the Americans 
at Chihuahua was expected to reach here early this afternoon. 
Advices from Consul Rodgers at Mexico City stated that the 
document was on its way. An interview with Captain Morey was 
forwarded to the state department today by the officers on the 
border. 


Although it showed that perhaps American forces were par- 


tially responsible for the Carrizal attack, Secretary Baker will 
refuse to regard it as the final word in the situation. Captain 
Morey was not present at the parley between Captain Boyd and 
General Gomez. 


Officials here made it plain that the Carranza answer will sole- 


ly guide th* President in his future course. Unless the uncon- 
ditional release of these men is agreed to by the Carranza gov- 
ernment the President will send United States forces into Mex- 
ico charged with the responsibility of getting them. In this 
program he will have the support of congress it is certain. 


Will Kill Prisoners if Attacked 


El Paso, June 28. — (By United Press) — Execution by a firing 


•quad will be the end of the 25 American prisoners in Chihua- 
hua City, General Trevino is reported to have stated today if the 
United States armed forces attempt to rescue the men. "Mex- 
ico is prepared tor war with the United States." Arrivals from 
Chihuahua City quoted the Carranza commander of the north as 
making this threat and declaration. "We are not courting war," 
he said, "but Mexico will respond to the call to arms to protect 
their native land with their lives." 


"If the American troops march on Chihuahua or make any at-

Washington, June 29.—(By United Press)—First officially an- 


nounced word that American troopers in prison in Chihuahua 
City penitentiary had been released reached the war and state 
departments today. Consul Rodgers wired the state depart- 
ment of the release on Carranza's order and Secretary Baker 
personally notified the President of the telegram from Funston 
reporting that the negroes would reach Juraez today. 
Consul 


Bodgers abo .notified the state department that Carranza's reply 
to the note threatening "gravest consequences" would arrive to- 
day. 


Through release the Tenth cavalry prisoners has greatly mo- 


dified the crisis, danger of a break has not been averted. 
Offi- 


cials were very pessimistic today. Carranza's reply, if it sat- 
isfactorily explains his attitude toward the American expedi- 
tion in Mexico in the future and promises proper co-operation 
with it and places the Carrizal incident in a better light, may 
serve to avert a break. 


Latin>Ameriean diplomats were known today to have laid be- 


fore department officials a plan for a Pan-American police 
force to restore order in Mexico and give the Southern repub- 
lic a satisfactory government. Detachments of the armies of 
Argentine, Brazil and other republics would compose the force. 
Ambassador Naon, the Argentine envoy is known to favor some 
such pin belies^*; that it will show the Americans how to pro- 
ceed to end the world's war. Meantime 
preparations for an 


eventuality will proceed.
